On the concrete slab or under floor layand tamp one to four 
cement and sand concrete bed within 3/4" of the finished aurface. 
In this bed insert the brass strips as specified. When this concrete 
underbed has sufficiently set to permit rolling, cover the floor 
with a wet mix consisting of two bags marble chips to one bag 
Portland Cement, approximately 3/4" thicks roll in two directions 
with a heavy roller forcing the surplus cement grout to the 
surface and remove with a broom; when the surplus cement is all 
extracted trowel off. When the floor has hardened sufficiently 
to permit grinding, grind with floor machines using #40 grit 
carberundum stones until 80% or 90% of the marble aggregate shows 
4m the-finished surface. Grout well with neet cement rubbing same 
into any voids and let the grout set thoroughly then finish grinding 
with #80,or finer stones if necessary,to the required fine finish.

Please be kind enough to advise us if you approve 
of this method which, as we said before, is the recognized 
specification for the terrazzo work. 


If possible, we would like to have you provide us 
with a blueprints of the floorspmdees whére our work exists. 


Not having a specification, we note from our estimate 
that there is no terrazzo cove base at the walls for any of the 
floors. This could be provided about 6" high at Forty-five Cents 
wer lineal foot if required, giving an easily cleaned sanitary 
job at the junction of the floor and walls.

The Committee of the Privy Council have had before 
them a Report, dated 14th February, 1935, from the Superin- 
tendent General of Indian Affairs, submitting that a further 
sum is required in connection with the construction of the 
new Shingwauk Indian Residential School at Sault Ste. Marie, 
in the Province of Ontario, to cover the cost of additional 
work required, not included in the general contract for the 
building. 

The Minister recommends that the sum of $4,000 be 
set apart for the above mentioned purpose, pursuant to Sec~ 
tion 2 of the Public Works Construction Act, 1934, 

Funds for this purpose are available from Parlia- 
mentary Appropriation under the said Public Works Construc- 
tion Act, 1934.

You asked me to let you know how the 
water is workiug since the change was made. The 
enclesed chart will speak for itself. It ia not 
very satisfactery, and I am afraid we shall have 
trouble with it nmtil a larger main pipe is laid. 

I have had one of the city water mem down, and he 
alse ig convinced that we have not the volume in 
the three inch main that we should have te maintain 
@ steady pressure. 


I went to see the Superintendent of the 
City Water Commission, and he is very anxious to 
gee a gix inch water main laid down te us. This 
would cest quite a sum of money. “he pipe ikself 
would cest one dellar per foot, amd the distance 
is mearly five thousand fect. Then there would be 
the digging amd the back filling. I am quite sure 
the city would not stamd all the expense, but do 
you suppese the Department would help them. Mir Cernell 
ig anxious te do something in the matter, amd would 
like to knew if they could eo-operate with us over 
the matter. 


another thing, the present pipe has 
been im fer over thirty years, and it is net a 
galvanized iron pipe, and so i think there is rreat 
danger of it bursting, and giving us trouble that 
way. I have speken to men who are mere or less 
expert in that matter, and they feel there is great 
damger ef this.

The plumber is tracing out the water pipe 
lines in the plans you sent to me, but I am enclosing 
the information you asked for in connection with the 
proposed water cushion tank. You will note that the 
shower room ig on the other side of the wall. I suppose 
you would not consider putting the tank in there. 


I have ju@t mailed ea picture of Shingwauk 
ancient and Modern to you. I think it is a very interesting 
picture, and shows fairly clearly what the place can be 
developed into, after the old building is removed. It 
really is too bad we could not pull down that old barn 
right away, and yet we cannot wntil a new one is built. 

You will try and get us @ new barn in your supplementary, 
also a root cellar and garage. 


I called at the Canadian Laundry Mashinery 
Co., and they said they thought the only way to do 
away with the steam trouble is to increase the radiation. 
Thie ean be done quite simply. The two radiators will 
allow for quite an increase without changing the pipes, 
and another one of the same size can be put under the 
middle window. Will you please let me know if I am to 
have this work done. 


Our sickness seems to be disappetring, and 
I sincerely hope we Bhall soon be clear.

Some thirty years ago or more, the Department of indian 
Affairs constructed a water-main from the easterly limits of the 
City, to the Shingwauk Home, a distance of approximately one mile. 
The main is a 3" wrought-iron pipe line and the City delivers water 
to the Shingwauk Home at the commencement f the line and charges on 
a meter basis for the water used. For the last year or so 


I » complaints 
have been made as to the condition of the main and breaks and leaks 
which have occurred, with the result that both the Public Utilities 
Commission, who supplies the water Service, and the Superintendent of 
the Home, the Rev. Mr. Hives, are of the opinion that it will be 
necessary to replace the present main with a new one. ‘the Public 
Utilities Commission, which I will refer to hereafter as the City, at 
the present time are servicing no customers east of the Shingwauk 
Home and only three along the mile 3" line laid by the Department as 
stated. The City can serve a number of cottagers east of the Home 
and over a period of years, no doubt, other customers would be secured 
and give some revenue to the City. The suggestion has been made that 
for the necessary water service to the Home and especially better fire 
protection, having in mind the moderr building and home that has been 
built, the Government and the Public Utilities Commission might 
co-cperate in sharing the expense of a new line,making it of 6" cast- 
iron pipe which would give a hydrant with two 3” connections for ire 
rvice at the Home and the said water supply available at the usual 
consumers rates for the Home requirements. Mr. Cornell, of the Public 
Utiliti Commission, suggests Sharing the expense of purchasing 
materials and laying the main, which at $2.00 per foot for about a 
mile of line, would cost in the neighbourhood of $10,500.00.

make some arrangement to take care of its water supply service and 


that any such proposals should be canvassed to see the best method of 
working this matter out.

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As the Home takes the water on a meter basis, with meter 
at the City end of the Shingwauk pipe line, the leaks that have been 
occurring involve water loss being paid for by the Home. 


On January 31st, 1933, the Minister of Marine entered into 
an Agreement with the Public Utilities Commission for the supply of 
water to the Wireless Station here. The nature of the Agreement was 
that the Government was to contribute $4,000.00 towards the con- 
struction of a water-main to the wireless and if amiwhen the City 
was reimbursed by way of local improvement tax for the cost connected 
with the construction, the Government should be reimbursed in the 
ratio that the $4,000.00 bore to the total cost. As a matter of 
fact, to date, this City does not levy a local improvement tax for 
water-mains although it does with reference to sewers and sidewalks. 
Some such arrangement might be worked out with reference to the 
proposed construction to the Shingwauk Home.

We have worked herd, 
and I assure you I would not bother you with this matter 
if we could handle it ourselves.

I estimate that 
three hundred dollars would pay fer what should be done, 
and put the grounds in keeping with the building.

MEMORANDUM FOR FILE: 


When I visited the Shingwauk Home at the first 
of this month, the Princinal directed my attention to the 
water situation at the school, 


The water used at Shingwauk Home is obtained 
from the City of Sault Ste. Marie. The city water main is 
aporoximately one mile from the school and from this point 
to the school a three inch pipe was installed by the school 
at the exnense of the school authorities some thirty years 
ago. Since that time two or three other people living 
between the town limits and the school have been allowed to 
tap this pipe and use water. There is a meter at the 
point where the water pipe to the school connects with the 
city main and there are also meters at the points where the 
school water pipe has been tapped by residents. geerict 
account is therefore kept of the water used by Gu party. 
In many years past, 1t has cost the school between $200 and 
$300 a year for their water. 


As a result of grading, etc., along the road where 
the school's water pipe runs, considerable earth has been 
removed from above the pine line and it is not at the same 
depth as it was when originally installed. There is,therefore, 
some danger from frost.

About one-half mile fan) the Shingwauk Home a 


new development has recently opened and several homes are 
being built. These people are reauesting the city authorities 
to supply them with water. The City of Sault Ste. Marie has 
expressed a desire to revlace the present 3" pine with a 6" 
vive and carry this latter pipe to the new develonment. 

This would permit them to supnly water en-route both to 

the Shingwauk Home and any other "white" residents who may 

be living either between the school and the town limits, or

The estimated cost of this new pine line would be 
$11,000 and the City of Sault Ste. Marie has surrested to 
Reverend Mr, Hives that the Indian Affairs Branch should pay 
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the cost of this pipe line. Mr. Hives does not 
consider that the City is justified in requesting 
us to pay for this pipe line, as the present one 

4s suitable for our purposes and the primary object 
in installing a new pipe line is to provide water 
for “white" residents along the road. 


Mr. Hives states that we could easily dig 
; well and obtain our own water supply for approximately 
3,000. 


This report is therefore placed on file 
for information of the Branch, in the event of a 
formal application being made for us to pay for the 
new pipe line.

In accordance with instructions received, an in- 
spection was made on January 24th, of the water supply 
pipes in the basement of the above school. 


This system, installed about two and one-half years 
ago was installed in the backfill below the six inch 
concrete basement floor slab. The panpler of corroded 
pipe forwarded to this office by the Indian Affairs 

ranch were removed from beneath the floor slab of the 
dining room adjacent to the Valve and Catch Pit as shown 
and marked "A" on the attached plan. The pipes at this point 
are embedded in about six inches of cinders, used for 
backfill, and at this point are badly corroded. A sample 

of this fill, taken from taped) ately around a piece o 
corroded pipe has been examined by the Testing Laboratories 
of the Departinent of Public Works, and as shown in the 
attached reper’ dated January 3ist, 1938, the corrosion 

is due to electrolytic action set up between the carbon 

in the cinders and the iron pipe. It is noted that the 

ay remedy is to remove all cinders from the vicinity 
of the pipes. 


In view of the lack of definite information available 

as to the use and location of cinders, and also as the 
pines are located beneath a monolithic concrete slab, test 
openings were made in the concrete flooring at the points 
marked "B", "Cc", "D", "E" o@ "i" on the attached plan. These 
Points were selected as being at junctions of runs and 
under plain concrete phoering, The pipe line under floors 
of the recreation,, kitchen, toilet and wash rooms, were .ot 


investigated at this time as these floor slabs are sur- 
faced with either terrago or special mastic floor finish. 


In each of these test holes, with the exception of "A" 
the pipes were found to be embedded in dry gravel and sand, 
free from cinders, and in perfectly sound coudition, It 
would appear therefore, that the cinders had aot been used 
throughout the building, and are ouly placed in contact with 
the piping in occasional places.

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PY vires last year it is known that the hot water piping to the 
slop sink, located at "G", is in contact with cinders, This 
line was replaced by a new enpones supply pave run, along the 
wall of the wash room, from the riser at "H", 


In considering the erection of the building, it_is 
possible that cinders which were used only for extra backfill, 
were used to a greater extent under the portion of the 
building occupied by the boy's recreation room and accompany- 
ing scrvices, as the catural grade at this point was con- 
siderably lower than under the remaining portion of the 
building. Consequentiy it is probable consi dering this in- 
formation and the evidence of the test holes, that the 
greater portion of the pipe lines are not in contact with 
cinders aud would still be in a satisfactory and serviceable 
condition. 


_ Before undertaking to repair the systen, it would be 
considered advisable to make tests in order to determine 


the condition of the piping. hairoomre jeg’ of the various 


sections of the system, i.e, » "C to kK", "C to D 
etc, could be made to determine whether or not there are holes 
in the pipe due to corrosion. However this test would not 
determine the condition of the pipe other than for complete 
corrosion and leakage. A galvanometric test might be made of 
the sections to determine whether the pine was being subject 
to corsosive action, provided the action was occuring at the 
time of the test and not merely suspended due to lack of 
moisture. These two tests should determine the amount of piping 
that would have to be re aired immediately, and in all prob- 
ability would disclose all existing defects. If these tests 
disclose leaks or corrosive action the defective sections can 
be excavated and replaced, or discarded and new sections in- 
stalled above grade, providing the cost would not be out of 
roportion or excessive to the estimated cost of ¥1,100.00 for 
replacement of the entire system above grade. If no leaks or 
corrosive action are disclosed the corroded section fron "A" 
to "B" can be removed and replaced with new pipe properly 
protected from the cinders. 


In view of the thorough corrosion of the pipe at "A" 
it is felt that if the piping does not show leaks or active 
signs of electrolysis at present, the pipe, in all probability, 
is uot laid in cinders, and therefore would remain in a service- 
able condition. 


In investigating this trouble it is noted in the 

specifications that under the concrete sections, par 

nawely, “conerete floors” states that “the basement oor a 
shall be Raid over a 6” base of couerete mixed as specified for 
walls, under this base shall be laid four inches of broken | 
stone or gravel". Also under the Pluabi and Drainage section, 
peragreps 8 nane}y "Hangers" states that "all piping 
hroughout the building shall be exposed". 


Considering these two points of the specifications em 
bodied in the contract agreement for the erection of the 
building, the installation of the water supply pipive below the 
concrete slab aud the use of cinders as backfill are a direct 
deviation from the Fe pat fhe rn dr. Thomas k, Wilke, the | 
Supervising Architec employed on the construction was questioned 
as to these two c es or deviations, but could uot state why 
the cinders were used or why the piping was laid underground. 

Mr, ¢. } tapatr tel: the Contractor, was then consulted, and 

only state that the work was carried out to the approval of the 
Supervising Architect and the Architect of the Indian affairs 
Branch; As the pluubing had been sublet, Mr. McClary, of 
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Dunseath « MeClary, the Plumbing Contractors, was consulted, and 
whereas he identified the pi ing diagram on the enclosed 
plas as prepess by him an Ehe notes thereon as his comments, 
@ could .ot say whether the plan had been approved by the 
Architect, but stated that the work had been carried out to 
the satistaction of the Contractor aid the Supervising 
Architect. When questioned about the cinder fill ir, licClary 
further stated that he had required the cinders to be kept 
away from the pipes, and in several instances had had cinders 
removed and replaced with gravel or earth backfill. The 
contractor's foreman was also questioned as to the use of 
Cinders but as in all other cases, could not state definitely 
how or where the cinders were used in relationship to the 
piping. 


(Note ~- As a result of the above consultations the five test 
holes were excavated in an attempt to ascertain where cinders 
had been used and also as to the probable condition of the 
piping. The Plunber*s statement regarding the cinder fill 
urther substantiates the previous statement that the greater 
portion of the pipe lines are ot in contact with cinders) 


In considering the responsibility for the corrosion 
of the pipes, which is a direct result of their location and 
the use o the cinders it should be hoted that the general 
conditions, Paragraph 8, Namely "Additions aud Deductions” states 
that "No deviation from the plans and specifications will be 
permitted without the direct consent of the Department in 
writing,..." aud further "Should the Department at any time 
during the progress of the work desire any alterations, add- 
itions or omissions from the work as provided for in therplans 
and specifications, the Architect shall have the right to 
issue orders and directions in the matter, and the same shall 
in no way affect or make void the contract. No such alter- 
ations, additions or omissions shall be instituted, however, 
without authority ic eriting," 


In addition, paragraph 15, nauwely "Guarantee" states 
that "The occupation of the whole or any part of the building 
will .ot be considered as an acceptance of the work, and 
furthermore the final inspection and acceptance of the work 

shall sot be conclusive or binding upon the Department, if it 
should subsequently be found that inferior workinanship or 
materials have been incorporated into the building or that 

the contract had been departed from in way Any and all costs 
for making good such discrepancies shall be c ngennte to the 
Contractor together with any and all damages that may have re~ 
sulted because of defective workmanship and materials or either". 


The installation of the water guoply piping below the 
il 


floor level, aud the use of cinders as back or the basement 
floor slabs, constitute a direct deviation from the s ecifications, 
aid whereas these changes were instituted without aut ors in 
writing, can be considered as defective workmanship, and therefore, 
u.der paragraph 15, of the General Conditions, any and all costs 
for making good such discrepancies might be chargeable to the 
Contractor, together with any and all damages that may have re- 
sulted because of defective workwanship,

You will note from the attached 
report of February Sth, that the present trouble is due 
to electrolytic corrosive action, set up between the 
carbon of the cinder backfill and the iron pipe, and 
that the only remedy is to remove all cinders from the 
vicinity of the pipes. 


However, from the information obtained by the 
investigation, it is ..ot considered necessary to replace 
the entire system, as it appears from the test holes 
excavated at various points of the building that the 
cinders were not used throughout and that where the pipe 
is laid in sand or gravel it is in satisfactory condition. 


In order to put the system in working order a 
pressure test should be applied to the various sections 
of the system and any leaking sections replaced. The 
extent of the replacements would depend upon the location 
of the leaking section aud if under an extensive floor area, 
such as section "B" - "H" or "B"-"G" as shown on the floor 
plan, it would be more economical to replace the 
section with new supply lines above floor level. However 
if leaks are discovered in sections such as mare or "HY="0" 
it would be advisable to excavate these sections and re- 
place the defective pipe with new lengths properly pro- 
tected. This latter procedure should be followed for the 

sded sections "A"-"B" in the event that no other 

leakages are disclosed. 


The cost of this work can only be etermined by 
the results of the pressure test, but should be in pro=- 
sortion to the estimated cost of j1,100.00_ for the replace- 
ment of the entire system above floor level. On this basis

It is noted that under the contract for this 
building, which was built in 1934-35, that the location 
of the water pipes below the floor slab and the use of 
cinders as backfill are a direct deviation from the 
Specifications.

Marie to represen 
the Department of Indian Affairs, the contractor and the 
plumbing sub-contractor, it appears that these Sanges, 
which are directly responsible for the present trouble, 
were carried out without authority in ws singe In view of the 
terms of paragraphs 6 and 15 of the General Conditions, 
excerpts from which are quoted in the attached report of 
February 9th, I would be pleased to receive Departmental 
advice as to the extent of the responsibility which may be 
applied to this situation. 


In the event of the repairs being carried out by 
the Indian Affairs Branch, it is recommended that instruct- 
ions for the pressure test and repair work be forwarded 
to Mr. Hives, the school principal, and that the work be 
carried out under his supervision.

Dear Sir: 


I am sorry to have to report an outbreak 6f fire, 
which occurred on Thursday morning last, end while I was 
away escourting three children to the Senitorium at Mix.. 
Hull, P,.qQie. As far as I can make out, a boy of efourteen 
years of age, threw some gasoline on the furnace to kindle 
it, and which resulted in an explosion. Had it not been for 
the prompt action of memberg of the etaff, and the City 
Fire Brigade, the Principal s residence would have been 
destroyec very quickly. As tt wae, considerable damage was 
done to the floor and walls of the building. The firemen had 
to break into the walls in order to extinguish the fire. 

The electric wiring in the basement is also out of comnigsion, 
and the walls of the house are very badly bleckene¢ up, and 
will require painting. 


I have made an eetimate of the cost of restoration, 
and have also asked the advice of two reliable contractors, 
and estimate it will cost two hundred and fifty dollars to 
buy the material and do most of the work ourselves, The 
plastering and electrical work will have to be done by experts. 


I am very sorry indeed that thie has happened, and 
beg to assure you it was not on account of any negligence on 
the part of Mrs Hives or the staff. I have repeatedly warned 
pupils never on any account to interfere with gasolene, and 
there was absolutely no need for the boy to have put anything 
on the fire to urge it to burn. The troubke is, we are 
dealing with children who are, sometimes, very defficult to 
deal with, and to intruct. 

Will you kindly let me know at the very earliest 
your wishes regarding the work of restoring. Until I receive 
them, the wiring is useless, and things around the house are 
very much disorganized.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 4th 
instant with reference to the fire in the Principal's 
residence at the Shingwauk Home. It is difficult 
to understand why gasoline was apparently left in 
such 4 convenient place that the boy starting the 
fire was able to obtain it. I note that most of 
the work will be done by the school staff but in 
connection with the purchase of material I would 
point out that present regulations do not permit 
our authorizing frincipals to make these purchases. 
[t is necessary for all purchases to be made throuch 
our Purchesing Branch. 


You should, therefore, let me have detailed 
information rerardine the materials that you require 
to repair the damage that was caused. 


You may arrange for the plasterine and 
electrical work but before engaging any lebour you 
should sonsult Indian Agent Sims with a view to 
obtaining the names on his approved list. It is 
expected, of course, that you will give these repairs 
your personal supervision and keep the cost as low 
as possible.

Dear Mr. Hoey: 


I am writing you in connection with the water main 
hetween Shingwauk and the city of Sault Ste. Marie. Yesterday 
the city Water Commissioner and I met in the office of the 
Indian Agent, and after talking matters over, we decided to 
have holes dug in various parts of the pipe line in order 
to have the pipe properly inspected by someone competent. 
Five holes were dug, and we brought a good plumber down to 
test the pipes, and he reported them in very bad condition 
from corrosion. These pipes have been laid for-about 
forty years, and under their present state would not bear 
any tampering with. 


When the pipes were laid, the road, which at that 
time was a one wagon trail, has been widened, so that now, 
the pipe line is well on to the road, and I was quite shocked 
to find it had only thirty inches of earth over it. During 
this week, the city have been taking down a hill in the road, 
and the pipe at that point is from nine to twelve inches 
under the surface, and for a distance of about two hundred 
and fifty feet. Until looking into matters, I did not 
realize how serious is the situation. 


I am convinced something must be done, and done 
immediately, or our ter and heating systemis almost bound 
to collapse during the Winter, and we would be quite helpless 
to do anythin 


Water Commissi are very anxious to co- 
in the matter, though how far they can be 
is the question. t is a ten thousand dollar job, 
no matter who does it, or whe it is done, and it will have 
to be done by someone, and 2sS we are to suffer during 


the winter 
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the winter, it must be done immediately, for the situation 
is quite serious. 


Had I known things were so serious when I was 
in Ottawa, I would have discussed the matter with you more 
thoroughly. As it is, I feel we should get together on it, 
for I am convinced it is of such importance as to warrant 
our doing so, and I am sure the Commission of our Church 
Society would want me to do so. 


Will you kindly let me know as soon 4s 
your wishes in the matter, and meantime, 
obtain as much information as possible from the 
Commissioner as to how far they would go in the m 
financing it. I have the feelings hey will go a l 
if they are properly approached. On Monday next, I shall 
seek all the information I can, after which would like to 
into touch with you, and would be prepare’ to meet with you 
in your office at r time should you think it worth while 
my doing so.

Dear Mr. Hives: 


I was greatly disturbed to learn from 
your letter of the 29th ultimo that the water main 
connecting Shingwauk Indian Residential School with the 
water supply of Sault Ste. Marie was urgently in need 
of repair. 


No provision has been made, either in 
this year's or next year's estimates, for repairs or alter- 
ations at your school, other than a grant of $2,500.00 for 
the completion of the barn. 


It is my intention to ask the Surveys and 
Engineering Branch to send up a man with the object of 
having a thorough investigation made of the water supply 
at your school. In the meantime, you might secure, if 
you can, figures indicating the extent to which the city 
ef Sault Ste. Marie are prepared to cooperate with us, 
should we decide to proceed with the project. The cost 
of securing water by the construction of a well on the 
school grounds should also be carefully investigated. 
It 1s exceedingly difficult, if not impossible, to justify 
an expenditure of #10,000. for the water supply at your 
school, in view of the hundreds of demands that are 
reaching us daily from other sections of the Dominion. 
I do not consider that it will be at all necessary for 
you to visit Ottawa until you hear from us again.

The suggestion has been made that it m ght be possible to 
secure the water supply necessary for this school by the 
conatruction of a well om the school grounds. The practical 
worth of this suggestion might be investigated by your 
engineer, 


No provision has been made for an expenditure of 
this kind, either in the estimates for 1938-59 or 1939-40. 
If the matter is as serious and as urgent as Mr. Hives 
suggests, however, it is just possible some provision will 
heave to te nade either for the replacement of the present 
pipeline or for the construction of a well. 


Mr. Hives hes been asked by this Branch to supply

Aecording to instructions I made a 
trip to Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario, to investigate 
the present water supply of the Shingwauk Indien 
Scheel at that place. 


I found that the above school is 
supplied by a 5 ineh pipe which connects with the 
eity main near the corner of Queen and Pine streets. 
4s this pipe has been in place for 40 ars it hes 
suffered considerable sorrosien and wi have to be 
replaced before long. During grading operations on 
the road only a foot of covering was left over the 
Pipe at one place, and in addition, due to the 
widening of the roadway, « considerable length of 
pipe is now in the roadbed, with only 30 inches of 
Covering over it. This depth has been sufficient 
w to the present since the pipe wan to one side and 
Glear of the roadway, es this allowed the snow to 
remain over it all winter, and in addition it re- 
Geived further protestion from the ridge which the 
snow plough left. When the attention of the eity 
officials was drawn to this matter, they had the 
earth covering replaced over the pipe to its former 
depth where necessary, and they also agreed to have 
the road ploughed in such a manner as to leave «a 
ridge of snow over the pipe at other places. 


At present the only fire protection 
at the Shingwauk School is in the main school build- 
ing where there is a fire riser with 1# inch hose 
outlets at each floor. There is neo outside hydrant 
to asses? the other buildings, and as the main 
building is of modern fireproof construction, it 
would seem that the greater need is for the outside 
hydrant. However, it will be seen that even with an 
@utside fire hydrent the 5 inch supply pipe would be 
inadequate , especially as it is 40 years old and 
ever a mile long.

Sault Ste. Marie does not receive any share of the 
general taxes but has to finance its different pro- 
jects through bank loans; these loans,with interest, 
being a charge against the eotual work and paid by 
the users benefitting. Where the improvement is 
oarried past vacant properties these do not have to 
ghare in the cost unless they have service connections 
and ere actually using the water. In the case of the

In reference to your memorandum of the Sth 
ultimo enclosing copy of e memorandum from the Director 
of Indian Affairs in regard to the above matter, I attach 
hereto a copy of Mr. Byrne's report, in duplicate, cover- 
ing his investigation of the matter. 


It would appear that owing to the present 
condition and size of the existing S-inoh supply main to 
the Shingwauk school, the main should he replaced when 
funds are available. Three alternative proposals are 
considered:- 


1. Laying a new 6-inoh main between the City 
main and the school, the cost of same to be 
equally divided between the Water Commission 
end the sehool. 


Laying @ new 4-inch main between the City 
main and school, the whole cost to be borne 
by the Department as well as the cost of 
meintenance and upkeep. 


By a deep well installation on the school 
grounds, the entire cost of which, plus 
maintenance and supervision, would have to 
be borne by the Department. 


The estimated cost of « G-inch pipe line would 
be $10,000.00, of whieh the Department would pay $5,000.00 
plus interest at 6 per cent, unless some arrangement were 
made to pay as the work progressed. In addition to the 
above, the whole cost of the lateral from the highway into 
the school grounds would have to be met by the Department. 


The estimated cost of @ 4-inch pipe line would 
be $8,000.00 plus the cost of the lateral between the 
highway and sehool, all of whieh would have to be paid by 
the Department, as well as the upkeep and maintenance of 
geme. The estimated first eost of a complete deep well 
installation would be $5,300.00 and in addition there would

In &@ memorandum dated November 1, 1938, the 
Director of the Surveys and Engineering Branch was re- 
quested to undertake an investigation of the water supply 
at the Shingwavk Indian Residential School. 


I am now in receipt of a report from the Surveys 
end Engineering Branch which reads in part as follows:- 


"Several alterations were considered for the 
supply of water to this sehool, including Yr. 
Hives’ suggestion of a well. briefiy Mr. Byrne's 
recommendation is thet a fifty-fifty cost arrange- 
ment be entered into with the Public Utilities 
Commission of Sault Ste. Marie for the installation 
of a 6" main to the school at an estimated cost of 
$10,000, half of which amount would be paid by the 
Department. In addition to this there would, of 
course, be the lateral running from the highway to 
the school at a cost of approximately $600 or #200." 


The Shingwauk Residential School has at this date 
@ pupil enrolment of 130. The school is betng supplied 
with water from a 3 inch pipe which connects with the 
Sault Ste. Marie city main near the corner of Queen and 
Pine streets. This 3 inch wain has been in place for over 
40 years. It has suffered considerably from corrosion and 
should be replaced just as soon as funds for its replace- 
ment ean be secured. 


Bo provision was mede in the estimates of this 
fiscel year for the installation of a new water supply 


et the - 
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at the Shingwauk School nor has any provision been made 
for such a project in the estimates for the fiseal 

year 1939-40. You are probably aware that provision was 
made in the estimates of this year for the construction 
of a new barn at this school, the cost of which will be 
met by the payment of $2,500 out of this year's estimates 
and $2,590 out of the 1959-40 estimates. 


The succestion hes been made that the new water 
main might be laid by day labour end thus five employnent 
to a large number of unskilled workers and that the cost 
be borne by the city of Sault Ste. Marie, the Provincial 
Government and the Dominion Government, in other words, 
that this work be recognized as a worthwhile unemployment 
relief project. If it cannot be recognized as a relief 
project, provision should be made in the supplementary 
estimates for an amount necessary to undertake and 
complete this work. 


I shall await your instructions before making 
a definite reconnendetion.

Dear Sir: 


I have to bring to your attention a matter 
regarding the communication doors in our school 
building. These doors are of metal and are located 
at strategic positions leading on to the stair way 
to protect the stairs in case of fire. These doors, 
which are heavier than the ordinary door were hung 
on just ordinary door jamb, with the result they 
have pulled the screws out many times, and where we 
have changed for bolts instead of screws. have torn 
way the wood work of the jamb. 


I would recommend that the door quae be 
changed, and instead of the present fir, birch wood 
should be used. This is a very important matter 
from the stand point of fire protection. 

The approximate cost would be $65.00. 
This would take in the cost of the wood, and the 
skilled labour.

We have on more than one occasion discussed 
the situation with regard to the watermain supplying 
the Shingwauk Indian Home east of Sault Ste. Marie, 
This main is in very poor and even precarious position 
and at any time the water service may be tied up. 

You were agreeable to proceeding with the work this 
winter if it could have been taken care of out of some 
of the grants made for relief work in Northern Ontario, 
Mr. Rogers was agreeable to doing this but the Provin- 
celal Government could not see their way clear to 

do so. 


I think now provision should be made in 
the estimates for the coming year to take care of this 
work. I have spoken to the manager of the Public Util- 
ities Commission here today and he advised me that he 
feels satisfied that $6,000.00 would take care of one- 
half the total cost for material, supervision and labour 
and suggests the Federal Government either agreeing to 
split fifty fifty on the total cost or to make a definite 
contribution of $6,000.00 and the Public Utilities 
Commission will do the job and take care of any ad@itional 
cost which he thinks will be approximately a similar 
amount, namely $6,000.00.

Herewith are your file and draft agreement 
between the Department and the Public Utilities Com- 
mission of Seult Ste. Marie, Ontario, covering the in- 
stellation of a six inch water main along Sueen Street 
to a point opposite theShingwauk Indian Residential 
School, which would appear to be quite satisfactory. 


Tt will be noted that the water main ex- 
tends up Queen Street to a point opposite the school 
buildings. It is assumed that your Branch will arrange 
for the extension of the service from the main to the 
school buildings and the installation of a fire-hydrant 
for the protection of the buildings. 


Clause 6 of the agreement provides as follows: 


"Upon the Commission supplying water service 
through the weter mein constructed hereunder, the Com- 
mission will charge the said Shingwauk Indian Residential 
School the usual and regular water service rates 
applying from time to time throughout the City of Sault 
Ste. Marie." 


It would be advisable for your Branch to 
ascertain wheat the yearly water service rates will be. 
Are the charges going to be on a meter basis or based on 
the number of fixtures or the number of rooms. It is 
suggested you obtain from the Public Utilities Commission 
en estimate of what the annual charge for water will be 
when the new main is laid on the basis of present rates.

But, the matter will have to be remedied sometime, 
not only on account of their complaints, but for our own sakes, 
because it is really more of a nuisance to us than it is to 
them. And there is more than the possibility of disease arising 
from such a condition. 


In my ppinion there is only one remedy, and that 
is to build a septic tank cppable of handling the sewage. 
*his, I estimate, would cost in the neighbourhood of $800.00 
if we do most of the work ourselves. 


In the meantime, will you kindly think the matter 
over, and if it cannot pos ply be attended to during the next 
fiscal year, I will tell these gentlemen it will be attended 

to as soon as the war is over, if you think this would be best.

The records here indicate that certain 
repairs to the Shingwauk Residential School were authorized 
in a letter to you, dated Ottawa July 17, 1941, signed by 
the Chief of the Training Division. I find it difficult 
to understand why the repairs now mentioned by the Prin- 
cipal were not requested at that time. I am personally 
ef the opinion that all repairs to Indian residential 
schools should be undertaken during the holiday period - 
July and August, and only urgent repairs, the need for 
which arises unexpectedly, should be made during the 
academic year. In addition to this, endless correspond- 
ence would be gaved if the principals co-operated with 
us in undertaking repairs during the vacation period. 

Mr. Hives is, as you know, leaving the Shingwauk Home in 
the course of e few weeks, but this is a matter that you 
should take up with his successor, just as soon as his 
suecessor is appointed.

In a letter dated Dec.2I-I042 you received authority 
to have tubes repaired in hot-water boiler at the school here.

During the recent dull weather we have been ogliged 
to depend upon the ele&tric lighting in the classromms and we 
shall have to make use of this very considerably during the winter 
monthse We also have to use one classroom every evening for the 
children to do their homework:- Those attending Collegiate and 
Technical School as well as our own grades V11l and Vlll.e I have 
had the lighting tested and find it altogether inadequate. The 
electrician I have consulted, who has been installing lighting 
into a number of schools, recommends the following:-

Most of the equi pent appesred to be in 
good condition, tut severa] items are in need of repeir ond some 
edditionel equi pent is necessary if the plent is to function with 
normal efficiensy, 


Complaints received indicated s lack of heet in the Cleese 
Rooms, Auditoriua and Sewing Reon. Conpleints were aleo received 
concerning the leek of domestic hot water. 


Much of the heating difficulty ean be overcome by rele~ 
eating the thermostat which controls the entire building, sleng with 
several additional radiators loceted where required. 


The original design of the domestic hot water heating 
equipuent wee not followed out in ite entirety, and while the storage 
tank is lerge enough, the heater capacity is definitely inedeq uate. 
An underaised eoal fired danestic hot water heater ie now in use and 
thie unit is tee mall es well es being in poor condition. The pre- 
sent lew pressure hesting boilers have auple capacity to heat the 
building ee well as to heat the done stic hot weter, if one stor 
wee installed. 


The done stic hot ani cold weter piping is all undersised, and 
most of it is buried under the besenent elebd in cinder fill which hes 
been the esuse of failures due to rapid corrosion. (Incidentally, the 
main building returm from the heating system is also buried under the 
slab.)

Our Heating Engineer is presently engaged on 
heating designs for the Hay River School project and other 
new school buildings covered by the 1946-49 Estimates for 
Indian Affairs and this Branch. It is felt that these items 
should be completed before taking on additional work. 


Within several weeks time, work on the plans and 
specifications for the Shingwauk Home can be resumed and 
tenders can be called for, in time to have the job carried 
out during the coming summer. It should be pointed out 
that our estimate of $5,000.00 was made in April of last 
year, and it would occasion no surprise if tenders show a4 
15% to 20% increase over our 1947 estimate, when received.

Dear Sir: 


We have recently been consulted by the Greenwood 
Hlectric in connection with some additions to be made to the 
existing wiring in the above noted buildings. We have since 
made an inspection of the wiring and would advise you that 
we find the same to be in a most hazardous condition, The 
concealed wiring in the large barn appears to be a standard 
installation with the exception of the added outlet in the 
hay mow, and separate fusing should be installed on each 
circuit by the installation of a standard panel. The wiring 
in the chicken coops and root house is in a very dangerous 
condition and requires to be entirely rewired. The entire 
yard overhead wiring is in a very bad condition and should 
be entirely replaced, 


The separate pole type service which supplies 
surrent to the out buildings also supplies the Bishop 
Fauquier Chapel and also the engineer's house on Queen St. 

We find the original wood moulding type of wiring in the 
chapel with sub standard wiring added and the branch circuit 
cutouts in a defective condition and fuses plugged with 
copper pennies, The engineer's house is entirely wired with 
sub standard wiring protected by an obsolete type main switch 
supported only by the the wiring connected throughout. 


In view of the very great fire hazard which the 
continued use of this wiring creates in these buildings, we 


would ask you to bring this matter to the attention of the 
proper authority and to have replacements made where necessary.

Your notation dated the 5th instant on Mr. 
Hoey’s memorandum to you of April 2nd last, relative 
to instituting work om drawings and specifications for 
repairs to the heating and domestic hot water systems 
at the above school, has been noted and in reply we may 
state that it has not been possible to assign steff as 
yet, to completion of the technical data required for 
inviting tenders. Other buildings for Indian Affairs 
and our own Northwest Territories Administration have 
been given justified priority. 


We are hopeful nevertheless of completing the 
technical data in time to permit work to be carried out 
during the summer vacation period. 


With reference to Mr. Hoey's memorandum of the 
2nd instant wherein an inspection of fire escapes at the 
school is requested, we can give no opinion at the moment 
as to when this assignment can be carried out. It would 
not seem however that such a matter is more than Indian 
Superintendent Laurence could handle himself.

Warly in April, 1948, you advised me that the following 
funds are provided in your 1948-49 Departmental Estimates for services 
at Shingweuk School: 


Plumbing repeirs $5,000.00 
Refrigeration 800.00 


On checking our submission of 18th October, 1947, of services 
for inclusion in your 1948-49 Estimates, I cannot find any reference to 
refrigeration, the services requested being 


(a) Improvements to Heating System including installation 
of a stoker 


(>) House for Farm Instructor 
(¢) Provision of Manual Training Shop 


Perhaps the refrigeration was included on the recommendation 
of your local Agent but the new Principal reports that the existing 
electric refrigerator seems to be functioning satisfactorily. 


The Principal advises me that your local Agent has informed 
him that three bids for plumbing have gone forward to you but no contract 
as yet been awarded. As these repairs on which bids were submitted in- 
clude installation of radiators in classrooms and necessitate excavation 
of a considerable length of floor of basement passages, it will be appre- 
ciated if the contract can be awarded soon so that as much of the work as 
posgible will be done before the children return and so that it will be 
completed before cold weather sets in. 


p-t.o. 
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In our submission of 16th October, 1947, we mentioned in regard 
to the heating system that "so far the only work carried out has been the 
overhaul and repair of the vacuum pump by the Dunham people". This had 
been reported to us on 3rd October, 1947, by the then Principal. However, 
the present Principal reports as follows under date of 24th August, 1948: 


"Last fall our Dunham vacuum pump was sent away to the C. A. Dunham 
Co., Toronto, for repairs and, later, a representative of the firm 
came here to re-install it and to check the Dunham Vacuum Heating 
System, which was installed when the school was built to facilitate 
the flow of steam by drawing off condensed steam. This representa- 
tive said that the system could not be put into proper working order 
as the manufacturers no longer carried the essential repair parts. 
He also stated that he was going to report adversely upon the 
system direct to the Indian Affairs Branch in Ottawa. Since that 
time the whole differential vacuum heating system has become use- 
less. Mr. Hayes reports that he can run the pump motor all day 
without creating an inch of vacuum. If the manufacturer's repre- 
sentative could give no assurance of restoring the apparatus to 
working order then, obviously, the school must be provided with a 
satisfactory replacement. Otherwise there will be constant com- 
plaints of cold classrooms, etc. this winter. This matter is ur- 
gent and I have requested the Department through their local Agent 
to give the problem due attention with a view to renovation this 
fall." 


May this matter be given attention at an early date, please, as it is obvious 
that this heating system cannot function properly unless the vacuum return 
system is in good working order.

(a) Surfacing of Yard 


The gravel-covered yard lying in the north-west angle of the 
school building, with an area of about 3,000 square feet, requires 
hard-surfacing with asphalt or concrete. Snow aceumilates in this 
area and thaws only gradually in the spring because of the northern 
exposure; in consequence, the approaches to the boys' playroom and 
basement passage remain dirty for weeks making it impossible to keep 
the interior in # suitably clean condition. 


(e) Painting of Dormitories 


The dormitories require painting. The estimated value of the 
paint needed is @100,.00. 


Bread-slicing machine 


The provision of a bread-slicing machine (115 volt A.C.) has 
been recommended by the Nutrition Branch, Department of Healtii and 
Welfare, as &@ necessary labour-saving device in a school of this size. 


ar “In submitting the foregoing, the Principal has emphasized the ur- 


gent need of repairs to the water supply and heating systems, including the 
vacuum system, before winter sets in this year, I note from your letter

Dear Sirs Re Dunham Vacuum Heating System 


I should be obliged if you would direct the attention of 
The Department to the unsatisfactory condition ef our Dunham vacuum 
pump and heating system ingeneral in order that necessary repairs or 
replacement may be effected before the steam heating system is put 
inte operation again. 

I understand that when the representative of The C. A. 
Dunham Co., Toronto was here about October last year to re-install 
the pump and check the vacuum heating system he reported to our 
engineer and the principal thet it wes impossible nowadays to t 
repair parte necegsary to make the system operate satiafuetori ly 
and was by mo means optimistic about the success of the partual 
repairs which had been made by the manufacturers. He also stated 
that he was going to submit an unsatisfactory report upon the 
condition of the system to The Indian Affairs Branch, Ottawa. 

Our engineer says that it is possible now to run the pump 
motor all day without tting any appreciable reading on the vacuum 
gauge, whereas, formerly, it would soon register nine inches and 
retain a vacuum and the necessary pressure for a number of hours. in 
other words, the vacuum pump and system is no longer doi the work 
for which it wae installed, namely, to drain the return pipes of 
condensed steam and, thus, to assist the circulation of live steam 
throughout the heating system. 

Mr. Taylor, representative of The C. A. Dunham Co., is 
reperted to have said thet his firm no longer manufactures the type 
of + ar aystem we have installed and that repairs cannot be effected 
two it. 

Now that we are expecting repairs to our domestic hot and 
cold water supply installations I should be much obliged if you would 
recommend to e Department that our vacuum pump and heating system 
be renovated. The need is urgent.

Miss Waterman, who io well acquainted with 
regulations concerning temperature in Ontario classrooms, com~ 
plained just before the vieit of The Regional Supervisor above~ 
pamed, of suffering rheumatic stiffness through teaching in a

forward to burning a good deal of coal without getting efficient 
heating.”

With reference to our telephone conversation of today's 
date regarding instructions for operating the heating plant at the 
above, you are advised as follows, 


Originally, controls were installed on the above heating 
system to provide for what is known as a differential system of 
steam heating. Due to depreciation through normal wear and tear, 
replacement parts required for certain control items are necessary 
if the system is to function as originally intended. It has been 
established that such replacement parts can no longer be obtained 
for these controls, and that new items of a more up-to-date design 
would have to be provided. 


Since the school is not in the class of a commercial in- 
stitution, it is highly questionable whether or not controls of 
this nature should be installed, having in mind that care and 
maintenance of a high degree of efficiency can not be expected, 


[It 1s recommended therefore, that the system be run under 
pressure. The motorized valve end the manual selector switch stil} 
function and the following directions for operating this system 
should be followeds 


(1) Open motorized valve to "Full Open" position using 
manual control knob at control panel; 
Run pump on "Vacuum Setting" during the daytime; 
Run pump on "Float Setting" at night times 
Carry steam pressure of 2 lbs. per square inch at 
the boilers; 
Set pressuretrol to operate new stoker so as to 
maintain 2 lbs. per square inch steam pressure, 


Upon completion of the work now being carried out, and 
particularly when the existing main return under the corridor floor 
in the basement has been replaced, it will likely be found that the 
vacuum pump, previously serviced, will operate satisfactorily. 
Operating the system under the above conditions will obviate the 
use of the room thermostat,

As a result of discussions and correspondence with the 
C.A. Dunham Co. relative to the original controls on the heating 
System, we are satisfied that through no fault of the Dunham Co., 
replacement parts can no longer be procured. To replace the old 
control system with new equipment would entail an amount not con- 
sidered warrantable in view of the results which could be expected, 


Using the main control valve which still may be operated 
by @ manual selector switch in conjunction with the vacuum pump, 
satisfactory heating results may be realized in a building of this 
type. The original controls were installed to provide for a com- 
plete system of differential steam heating with the object of effect- 
ing the ultimate in fuel saving. To obtain the best results from 
@ system of this kind presupposes first class operating staff and 
efficient maintenance, 


We are preparing a letter of instruction in accordance 
with a verbal telephone discussion with Colonel Neary, outlining 
the best method of operating the heating system in this school, 
These instructions are to be forwarded to the Principal by the 
Indian Affairs Branch. 


With reference to the progress being made in connection 
with the revisions to the domestic hot and cold water system and 
some alterations to the heating system now being carried out under 
contract, it is considered that the Contractor is doing all that 
can be expected of him to complete this work as soon as possible, 
Most materials are in short supply, and it is on this account that 
progress is being somewhat retarded. 


There is no reason however, why the school should suffer 
from lack of heat during the time that these operations are being 
carried out as most of the work now under way is in connection with 
the domestic hot and cold water system,

In his letter to the Superintendent of Indian School Admi- 
nistration, Principal Wickenden outlines a progress report of the 
work now being carried out at the above. The amount of work executed 
to date and the results, are in our opinion, satisfactory. The system 
cannot be expected to function efficiently in all its phases until the 
installation has been completed. The shortage of materials is holding 
up the work and the contractor cannot be held responsible for this 
condition, as.it is in his own interests to proceed with all the means 
at his command, and we are satisfied that he is doing so, 


Commenting on the Principal's letter to Indian Superintendent 
Laurence, it can be stated that additional covering on the boilers 
would increase their efficiency. It is pointed out that as a result 
of inspections carried out at various residential schools, operations 
necessary to bring the plants up to the highest degree of operating 
efficiency would result in much larger sums of money being made neces- 
sary that it is reasonable to ask for. 


Our studied recommendations have been made on the basis of 
providing the essential and fundamental repairs and revisions needed 
to provide comfort and overall efficiency in the various s¢hools at 
a cost considered justified, 


With this in mind, we felt that additional covering for 
these boilers was not warranted. The contract price for the work out- 
lined on our plans and specifications was considerably in excess of 
our original estimate, due to sharp rises in materials and labour which 
had taken place since the time our original recommendation was sub- 
mitted in April, 1947, and the letting of the contract recently. Ho- 
wever, should the Indian Affairs Branch wish to have this extra covering 
added, provided funds are available, we would have no objection,

Dear Mr Scott:- 


With further reference to the matters discussed between 
us in our interview held on Friday, the 3rd. inst., I beg permission 
to place in writing the following considerations:- 


I. The proposal for the erection of new buildings for the 
Shingwauk Home Indian Residential School. My understanding is 
that, all matters relating to the site of the new buildings, as 
between the existing general location, or a new location to be 
chosen on the Garden River Reserve, are left completely open for 
reconsideration and examination before a final decision is made. 

In this connection I would suggest that, as in other similar cases, 

an examination of alternative sites be made by representatives, 

acting jotntly, of the Department and of the Missionary Society. 

If this suggestion meets with your approval, we should be prepared, - 
at such time as you may desire, to appoint our representatives, 


The Bishop of Algoma, in his letter to me, dated December 
llth, 1929, states in part, as follows:- 


"Such members of the Executive (that is the Executive 
Committee of the Diocese of Algoma) as were available made 
personally a very thorough examination of the Home, and 
agree unreservedly with the Deputy Superintendent General 
that the Shingwauk Home is 'no longer suitable for pur- 
poses of an Indian Residential Sehool.' 


"The Diocese holds both land and School under a trust 


dated as long ago as 1875." The terms of this trust, how- 
ever allow of the disposal of the properties in question 
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6.8.Seott, Esq- CoMeGevesseeeeeed 


e providing that the sums accruing be invested 
and the profits used “for the purposes of Indian 
education in the Shingwauk Home." 


The Bishop states further:#he following reasons in favor 
of the retension of the present generel site: 


The Committee feels strongly that the present 
site, or the high land at the back of the present 
school, which forms part of the Shingwauk land, 
should be retained, and sincerely hopes that the 
Department will be atrongly pressed to abandon 
the idea of a site on the Garden River Reserve. 

In support of this opinion, we would advance the 
following reasons:~ 


(A) ‘From the present school it is quite easy to 
take the children who attend Sault Ste Marie 
Collegiate Institute to and from their school, in 
a car in summer and in a sleigh in winter, & dis- 
tance of less than three miles. ‘The children of 
members of the Staff are able, too, to attend school 
in the City. If the School were moved to Garden 
River, it would be elmost impossible to do this, 
as the distance would be at least nine miles and 
perhaps considerably more. Yn this connection it 
should be stated that if the sehool were removed 
to the Reserve, which ig outeide the City limits, 
the Home would have to pay tuition fees at the 
Collegiate Institute for the children who attend. 


(B) The Bishop Fauquier Memorial Chapel would 
not be able to be used as & school church. This 
ie a beautiful church, conveniently situated, and 
both present and past members of the school have 
a deep affection for it. 


(c) The present cemetery would be neglected. In 
this cemetery lie severel great friends and 
benefactors of the school, such as its first trustee, 
Bishop Fauquier, the late Archdeacon Gillmor, Mre 
Fuller, and Miss Me.Neil, a faithful worker in the 
school, besides a large number of Indian pupils. 

It would be a great grief to the old pupils and 
friends of the school if the cemetery, which is 80 
sacred a place to them, were to be cut off entirely 
from the care of the senool authorities and neglected. 


(Dd) The Garden River Reserve is absolutely cut 

eff from the City in winter. There is only one 

train a day in each direction which stops at the 
station, and it is impossible for members of the 

staff and their friends to go down by one train and 
up by the other, as the times of arrival and departure 
are too close together.

{B) There are many people in the City who take 
|’ a personal interest in the school and go to wisit 
se 4t from time to time, ineluding many who ere not 
membere of cur Church. ‘This is 8 veTy valuable 
humanizing influence for the pupile and @ source 

of pleasure and inspiration to the staff. To 
maintain this contest and keep up this interest 
would be much more aifficult, even in summer, if 
the school were moved to the Reserve. 


(F) The Principal feels that it is better for 
the Indian children not to be too near to the 
Reserve. His experience has shown him that they 
are easier to manage when away from the influence 
of their own people. 


(G) The land of the Reserve ig not very good for 
the purposes of the School Farm. The only parts 
available for the school are of too sandy & 
character to be useful for agricultural work. 


(H) The present site of the Home is almost an 
jdeal one. It is just within the City limits, 
guaranteeing all City conveniences, such as water, 
Light, ete-, and yet it is away from the crowded 
traffic of the City. It ig only a mile from the 
street cars, and there is & good road, #0 that the 
problem of transportation is an easy One- It 
faces the river, and therefore buildings can never 
be erected opposite it; and it overlooks Bellevue 
park, which will keep it for all time from being 
erowded out by city buildings. 


These reasons appesr to us to constitute & 
well-nignh unanswerable argument in favor of re- 
taining the present site, or at least one upon 
some part of the land at present belonging to the 
gohool, say "the higher ground pehind the present 
site", as pugeested in pr. Westgate 's letter to me 
of January 14th, 1929." 


I cannot add much in support of the above strong presentation 
of considerations in favor of a site for the new buildings on the 
existing general location, except to say that, from the scenic 

and publicity standpoint, buildings erected on the rising ground 

a short distance behind the existing buildings, would occupy & 

site superior, probably, to any ether in the Dominion; in thet 

they would nold a very prominent place,in the view of the Canadian 
shores, to every passenger on every steamer passing up oF down the

In the list of reqyfrements for the Shingwauk Home 
submitted to your Department’ this autumn, and to be provided 
during the fiscal year 1931, (see page 4 h. of the list) 
additional land was included, and your attention directed to 
my letter of Oct. 17th, 1929, with regard to a pareel of 49 
acres located along side the present school property. 


Enolosed herewith is a copy of a letter received 
by the Principal of the Shingwauk Home dealing further with 
this question and making reference to the terms on which a 
further parcel of 57 acres could also be purchased for the use 
of the school. 


When forwarding the enclosed letter to me, the Principal 
wrote, in part, as followa:- 


"I may say that owing to the dry season, our grain crop was 
almost a failure, and therefore the harvest was very poor. 
I may also say that owing to the fact that our farm land 
is located two miles away from the Shingwauk Home, it is 
almost impossible to do any successful farming of grain. 
The land does not get the attention it should, and 
consequently it is in a very dirty and impoverished state. 


4 great deal of time and labour was spent on the land 

during last Spring and Summer, but so much time is wasted 

on the road, and it is impossible to do much hauling on 
account of the bad road, that most of the work done and time 
Spent was of very Little avail. 


I would urgently recommend that the properfies adjoining the 
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ots 


*" gohool lands, and belonging to Leird, and Rowland, 
comprising nearly one hundred acres of very ggod land, 
be purchased for the Shingwauk Home, This matter has 
been under consideration now for a number of years. The 
need ia just es urgent a8 it ever was. In fact, sow that 
our pupilage is increased, and future prospects of a 
further increase appear, the need seems to me to be the 
more urgent. 


For your information, I enclose herewith a letter received 
sometime ago in this connection, giving the details 
regerding the price of the land. I am of the opinion that 
the Rowlend land could be bou 4 for considerably less than 
is quoted in the enclosed letter. 


The potato orop generally was rather a failure this year, 
and generally apeaking there was @ third of a crop. 

Garden produce was fairly good considering the land we 

had to use. I may say that next year our farming 
activities should be very much more encouraging, a8 we 
have practically all our land prepared. The garden land 
in partioular has had a lot of time and labour spent on it 
this Fall." 


As your Department has agreed to supersede the present 
Shingwauk Home with @ new school building, it seems to me that 
steps should be taken at the same time to provide this school 
with the additional land required for its successful operation, 
and as the parcels mentioned in the enclosed letter are available 
for purchase at the present time, and appear to be suitable in 
every way in addition to being conveniently located to the 
present school property, I would strongly recommend that some 
definite action be taken in the matter without any further delay.

In reply to your letter dated the 18th inst, I quote 
the resolution adopted by the Executive Committee of the Diocese 
of Algoma, lith of March 1930, as amended on the 8th of April 
1930, as follows:~- 


Moved by Mr F.W.Major,

"That this Executive Committee of the Diocese of 
Algoma, having considered the proposal to transfer the 
Jand in connection with the Shingwauk Home (with the 
exception of the site of the Chapel and the Cemetery) 
to the Department of Indian Affairs, lays down the follow- 
ing as the principle to which they feel committed y the 
terms of the trust under which the property is now e14 
by the Synod of Algoma. 


"The essential element in such transfer is the preser- 
vation and continuance of the terms of the present trust 
held by the Diocese of Algoma; which provide that the 
properties, or their proceeds if sold, must be applied 
for all time to the purposes of Indian Residential School 
education, with complete liberty regarding religious instrac- 
tion under the administration and control of the Church of 
England in Canade. 


"The Executive Committee approves of the transfer to 
the Department of the said land, with the exceptions noted, 
for the erection thereon by the Department of an Indian 
Residential School to replace the present Shingwauk Home, 
upon conditions which will embody in the terms of transfer 
the requirements of the trust; it being specified that 
should the Department cease to use the property in accordance 
with these terms, then the land shall, at that time, be 
purchased by the Department at a current valuation to be 

eed upon by the Department and the Executive Committee 
of the Diocese of Algoma.

& "fhe Department shall purchase build or buildings 

which may continue in use in connection with the new school. 

All other buildings taken over, including the main building 

of the existing school, shallube wrecked and removed by the 
Department, which shall also f111 in the exeavation. 


"The _ rtment shall further supplement the land 
transferred by the purchase or rentalnof such additional 
land as may be necessary to provide a farm sufficient in 
size to meet the requirements of the new school in the 
way of farm produce, milk, eggs,ete." Carried. 


I aseume that the ahove resolution represents still the mind of 
the Authorities of the diocese of Algoma, owner of the property.

As requested an appraisal of Lots 1,2,3,4,& 5; River 
Range, Twp. of Tarentorus, Dist. of Algoma was mede to-day 
and I beg to report as follows: 

WINTER APPRAISAL 

The above lote lie about a 4 mile east of the City 
Limits of the City of Sault Ste. Marie and would ordinarily 
run from the shore of the St. Mary's River but have been 
designated as running from the old road which runs parallel 
to the river and about 300 yards from it. The road which 
forms the southern boundary is the only line actually 
located as this tract of land lies near the western side of 
a large tract of some thousand acres, all owned by the one 
party. At one time part of this land was cleared ani 
cultivated and on the land between the road and the river 
there is a large barn in poor state of repair and another 
ateble. Apparently it has been abandoned for years. 

The ground was frozen and there was about six inches 
of snow so that no definite classification of soils could be 
made. The land is mostly covered with either small brush 
(poplar and alders) or old Pine stumps in more less degree 
of decay. A fire has been set this fall which passed over 
a large portion of the lower land which had burned the grass 
and left only stubble. I judge that thie land is at present 
growing a fair crop of blue joint and wild hay, commonly 
found in low marehy ground. (muck) The higher land is 
practically pumwe eand with an abundance cf Golden Red still 


showing above the snow. As stated above it was impossible 
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to make an accurate estimate of the different types of soil 
but I sheuld judge that there ie approx. 125 acres of sand 
and the balance muck. Reclamation work such as brushing 
and draining would cost $15.00 per acre. I am unable to 
atate the depth of muck but do not believe it to have much 
depth and would be inclined to think that it lies on sand. 

With absolutely no improvements such as fences or 
cultivated land, water supply or buildings this land is not 
valuable and would ordinarily be appraised at not more than 
$3.00 per acre. Its proximity to Sault Ste. Marie would 
tend to increase ita value if sold in anall Parcels but the 
fact remains that it would not have been idle for years in 
this location if it hai been suitable for agricultural 
purposes. 

Mr. G. H. Sims was visited but did not profess to 
know anything of farm values. Rev. Mr. Hives assisted me in 
getting in touch with Mr. Dasey, the owner, who accompanied 
me over the property. 

The land in my estimation is not suitable for 
agricultural purposes and ite value as such would not exceed 
$600.00.

(1) FOR VALUABLE CONSIDERATION, receipt whereof is hereby acknowledged, the under- 
signed hereby assigns, transfers and sets over unto THE ROYAL BANK OF CANADA (hereinafter called

(2) The undersigned agrees that the debt shall be held by the Bank as general and continuing 
collateral security for the fulfilment of all obligations, present or future, of the undersigned to the Bank, 
whether arising from dealings between the Bank and the undersigned or from any other dealings by which the 
Bank may be or become in any manner whatsoever a creditor of the undersigned, and whether such obligations 
were or be incurred alone or jointly with another or others, and whether as principal or surety, and whether 
matured or not, and whether absolute or contingent.

I can vouch for it that he will 
regesive every care and attention at the school and I think 
he Would probably be better there than anywhere else, as 
he “ould be most unhappy if he were sent to a sanitariun, 
I think if the boy were relieved of school wrk and allowed 
to be in the open air as much as possible With more nourish-— 
ing food than the ordinary school bill of fare calls for he 
might benefit by it and I would suggest that Mr. Puller be 
allowed something additional for his maintenance, if he is 
willing to keep the boy. His presence there would be no 
menace to the other pupils, as he could be easily isolated,

I gret\to have to report to you the death 
of one of o pupils. No. 362 Lewrence Buszouski, one 
of our newest pupils who came from Biroh Island. this 
boy was inetantly killed this morning. 


Every morning the boys are lined up, and 
I personally detail them to their work eto, Phis 
morning I lined them up as usual, and on account of the 
Christmas holidays coming on, after I had given the 
older boys their necessary chore duties, I told about 
twenty smaller boys, deceased being one, to go to the 
toboggan slide and have a good time. ( I may say that 
I have had good slides made for them.) Instead of going 
deceased thought he should help some bigger boys to oa 
pile wood in the wood shed. ‘ 


In the wood shed is the end of a pulley shaft 
which operates the laundry machinery. Today being 
Monday, and laundry day, the shaft was My eames Nobody 
knows just what happened, as he was by himself. The 
shaft is shéut seven feet from the ground, but wood 
had been piled up so that he could reach it, and somehow 
his clothing caught on the shaft, and he was whirled 
around and death was instantaheougs 


I wired the boy's mother immediately after the 
accident, and received a wire from her asking that the 
body be sent to her. I therefore wired you asking for 
Sanction to G0 80. 


Goming as it does at this season, this terrible 
fatelity has cast a cloud over our Christmas. I feel it is 
an acoident that none of ue could possibly have foreseen, 
but just a results of a very clumsy arrangement of machinery.

Deer Mr. Sims, 


I have been asked to reply to your letter 
of September 9th enclosing the requisition of Mr. Hives 
for a sanitery spray. I have also been asked not to 
recommend anything that would cost too much money. 


We know that the floors at the school are 
not very good ani appreciate the reason for wanting an 
apperatus of this kind. I am allowed to authorize the 
purchase of a snitable spraying apparatus or gun, but I 
recommend one of the two following solutions for use in 
it, as they aro both very cheap and quite suitable:- 


1. Lysol, I.D., 1 tablespoon to 1 gallon of water. 


2. Ohloride of Lime ~- 1 pound, Waehing Soda - 14 pound, 
water - 10 gellons. 


Make a emooth paste of the Chloride of Lime in a 
suitable quantity of water. Dissolve the Washing 
Sode and add the solution to the Chloride of Lime. 
Let stand over-night and strain through a cloth or 
other strainer. Ada water to make 10 gallons. 
This solution is very effective and will help to 
bleach the floors white. It will also bleach 
everything else it touches end should be applied with 
@ mop rather than with the bare hands. It will 
corrode metal and should not be used in a metal 
operati gun. I recommend this solution on the 
ground of efficiency and cheapness. 


fhe Department will eupply the materials in 
either case, but would like to be consulted before any 
large expenditure is made for apparatus,
